SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The classification of the video recording entitled Sunshine Maniacs Crazy, Heij3 & 
Sexy has been reconsidered and is altered. It is now classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The video recording was submitted for reconsideration of its classification under 
s42(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

The classification is dependent upon six excisions being made to the video recording. 
If these excisions are not made the publication will be classified as objectionable as it 
promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. The 
publication contains several scenes which present urination in a sexual context that 
suggests that the use of urine is a legitimate and pleasurable sexual practice. 
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The publication contains other sexually explicit activity including fellatio, cunnilingus 
and vaginal intercourse. In one scene two women are depicted inserting a large dildo 
into their vaginas, while in another a female actor inserts the antennae of a radio into 
her vagina. In both scenes the females are depicted as having experienced sexual 
gratification from the act. The Classification Office considers the scenes to be mildly 
degrading, dehumanising, and demeaning in suggesting that women will insert any 
manner of object into their vaginas for the purpose of sexual gratification. The tone of 
the scenes is farcical and this contributes to the low impact of the scenes. 

Because the publication promotes and supports the use of urine in association with 
sexual conduct, the video recording is deemed objectionable under s3(2) of the FVPC 
Act. As s3(2) is a deeming provision the FVPC Act must override the rights and 
freedoms outlined in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). The 
excision of scenes involving urination from the video recording would result in the 
publication being restricted to an adult audience because of the remaining depictions 
of explicit sexual activity. The Classification Office believes that such an approach is 
consistent with the NZBR Act. 

The option of making excisions was offered to the authorised distributor. The 
distributor subsequently made the excisions to the satisfaction of the Classification 
Office. 
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
